IN A MEXICAN MARKET. 


Parrots, Puppies, Scrap Iron and Boiled 


Or-is^lioppers Tor Sale. 


The articles seen in the market 1 will 


here give as they were written down 
during n Sunday morning visit, says a 
wntor in the New York Advertiser. 
Ono department as nnder cover and is 
filled with assorted traits, including 
oranges, lemons, 
limes, 
pineapples, 


pears, peaohes7 plums, bananas, quinces, 
alligator pears, cocoannts and many 
other tropical fruits, most of which, 
owing to the high markel tax nnd costly 
transportation, sell at about New York 
prices. Tho streets and sidewalks in the 
vicinity are lined with men, 
women and 


children, who are seated on the ground 
surround-1 by their market products, 
which 3 
, besides the 
ordinary 


vogetabK 
J.cet product, parrots, pi- 


geons, umv caned puppies, game chickens, 
pet lambs, haltered pigs nnd kids. Then 
there are heaps of old iron, birdcages, 
cheap calico, brass jewelry, boiled corn, 
potatoes, stewed pumpkins, beans, pep- 
per, 
cooked and raw pigs" feet, sheep 


heads, hearts, lights and entrails. There 
are also flints and tinder for starting 
fires, metal mounted stone for grinding 
corn, roots, bark and medical heibs and 
dye woods. 
Close by we see fried 


shrimp and grasshoppers. Bach are 
cooked whole and eaten so. 
The latter 


are about the size of our common grass- 
hopper, but are entirely red, but as to 
looks I would just &s soon try to go the 
common "hopper" of the north. Besides 
these the natives gather tho oggs of the 
swamp fly and boil them into a paste 
and eat them with salt, chih (pepper) 
and tortillas. The fly and its eggs, are 
each sold in the market. The former is 
somewhat smaller than the house fly, 
while the eggs are about the size and 
color of a hayseed. In fact, everything 
is eaten here that the human stomach 
will digest or anything that is capable 
of being converted into soup. 


Odorless Xlowers. 


One who has taken a walk through 


Shaw's garden will hardly believe the 
assertion that the majority of the flow- 
ers of the world are without odor, but 
such is the case. Take the flora ot Eu- 
rope as an illustration. B'our thousand 
and two hundred species and varieties 
of flowers have been named and classi- 
fied by the botanists of that country, 
and it has been found that less than 10 
per cent of the whole give forth distin- 
guishable odors or have perceptible 
oolois. Tho very commonest flowers of 
the woild are white, colorless varieties 
predominating by at least one third, and 
only ouo-sixUi of that class are odorifer- 
OTIS. In Europe there are 1,194 species 
of white flowers, only 200 of which aie 
fragrant. In the same country they have 
951 kinds of yellow flowers, of which 
number only 77 are odoriferous. Out of 
828 varieties of rod floweis thoy only 
have 84 that givo forth odor, and in 9 
of these "the smell is far from being 
fragrant." Of the 594 blue species only 
34 are fragrant and of the 808 violet 
blues only 18. Next week we will give 
a "noto" entitled "The Odor of Flow- 
ers, '' which will give many curious 
points in that branch of botanical 
knowledge.—St Louis Republic. 


Three Suns and an Inverted Bainbow. 
The following is taken literally word 


for word from a rare copy of the Brigh- 
ton (England) Advertiser of June 6, 
1797: 
"A rare phenomenon is reported 


from St. Malo. Eeoently during the aft- 
ernoon, between the hours of 4 and 5, 
three perfect suns were seen all inaroiT 
above the western horizon. The sky was 
very clear at the time, and there was no 
one who saw the unusual sight that be- 
lieves it to have been a mirage or other 
atmospheric illusion.

seemed more brilliant than his two lu- 
minous attendants, and between the 
three there seemed to bo a communica- 
tion in the shape of waves of light coin- 
posed of all iLe prismatic colors. At 
about the same time a rainbow made 
its appearance at a short distance above 
the central sun, upside down—that is 
to say, the two ends pointed toward the 
eenith and the bow's neck toward the 
horizon."

Something Green on the Moon. 


Qrass grows on the moon. Louis 


Qathmann saj» he has seen it with his 
telescope, but it is all burned up now, 
just like the grass on the earth. 


Mr. Gathmann, while observing the 


moon on the evening of Aug. 12, was 
struck by a peculiar green spot on the 
northwestern edge of the satellite's up- 
per limb. At fivst he thought there was 
some obstruction in his telescope that 
caused the appearance, but when he al- 
lowed the moon to pass through the 
whole fleld of the glass the spot was 
still staticrary. It was almost rectan- 
gular in form, with a bastionlike pro- 
jection at each corner, and was located 
near the crater of Tyoho Brahe, acd 
Professor Gathmann estimated that it 
was about 40 by 70 miles in area. When 
Mr. Gathmaun looked for the spot 2% 
hours later, it was gone. Be believes 
that it was vegetation, 


His theory is that when a hemisphere 


of the moon's surface first begins to re- 
volve into tbe sunlight the beat of that 
luminary draws moisture from tho 
moon's interior and vegetation springs 
up, to be at once withered by the tcrriflo 
heat that falls upon the moon when the, 
sun's rays strike it directly. -
